THE palai ■•• type of modern Eu- 
rope was tUud when Loin, XIV 
transformed his hunting bo» at 
Versailles luto the ■laifly eha 
(ran which all the. world 
known. France nowaday* dispense* 
with king* aud emperors, but none the 
a ■< in i r . . ;al housing for 
presidents. The Tullerios bavins 
burned down, the only suitable 
remaining palace In Paris was the 
Klysee. and then* the presidents of the 
third republic have succeeded one nn 
other, as Indeed Napoleon 111 proeod 
ed them, during the brief period when 
be bore the name of president The 
building, which Is not large, was erect- 
ed In 1718, Ita architect being Molet 
Mme de l>ompadour Inhabited It when 
Louts XV waa king. Under Napoleon 
It sheltered the great emperor himself 
for a while, and then other member* 
of his family; but the charm that 
abides In It coram from Ita frolicsome 
days If It Is not overwhelmingly splen- 
did. It Is at least not Imitative. It Is 
th* genuine outcome of local French 
traditions, and belongs visibly to Its 
time and place In the world s history. 

In Rngland there has been retained 
for the king a palace which ha* 
evolved out of a medieval fortress and 
still preserves many of Its authentic 
features. Windsor Is, In part at least, 
an ancient shell, adapted more or le*« 
satisfactorily to modern uses, aays 
Martin Conway In Country l.lfe. It 
Batters not that some of Its more 
medieval looking features, such as the 
Round Tower, atw quite modem. It 
Is the effect of the whole thst counts, 
the aspect of the total building In Its 
place, and that Is superbly suggestive 
of the ancient dignity and long tradi- 
tion which makes English life what 
It Is and what the life of an English 
king fitly represents. 

Palaces of Ciar and Kslser. 
Only at Moscow H nd Prague are con- 
even remotely corresponding to Wind 
sor. The Hradschln. ludeed, hardly 
counts, for It la really the remains of 
a fortified city, the palace within It 
having been mainly rebuilt during the 
sixteenth and following centuries, 
though some fifteenth century parts 
are preserved within It. With Mos 
cow It la otherwise The Kremlin be- 
yond question Imposes Itself upon s 
spectator as a great expression of 
Its assemblage of pal

At Potsdam, however, under the or 
dera of Ki. dcrlck Hie tireat, the 
I'reiuh style obtained complete eon 
trol and the new palace, founded ufler 
the clone of the S. » .-ti Year* war. 1* a 
manifestation of (lie French loaning.* 
and preferences of i hat remarkable 
personage This Is the favorite sum- 
mer residence of the court, and II wua 
here that Frederick III .lied after his 
brief and Ineffectual reign. The build- 
ing Itxclf Is not large a* palaces go, 
but possesses the palatini air plainly 
enough There Is the central |>n\ illon. 
surmounted by a dome, flunked by two 
forward reaching »mg» at the end* of 
the long connecting parts on elthet 
side of It. 

Francis Josef's Homrs 

The em|>eror of Austria Is, |>erhnps. 
more richly endowed with offlciul resi- 
dences than any other monarch except 
the king of Italy, who seems to have 
a palace In every city In his kingdom 
The Important palaces at Vienna are 
two, the llofhiirg, in the heart of the 
city and Schoeubrann. In the suburb* 
The former Is the chief official resi- 
dence, the latter the usual sbode of 
the emperor when at the capital of the 
empire The llurg Is not Imposing 
architecturally It has been the site 
of the residence of Austrian princes 
ever since the thirteenth century, but 
they were small people at lha( time, 
and nothing remains of the building 
which housed them 

What exists Is an Irregular assem- 
blage of edifice* of different late dates 
grouped about a number of courts, to 
which the public has access, so that 
there Is a continual coming and going 
of people In every i*rt I have not 
seen the palace for more than thirty 
years, and my memory of It Is vague 
decoration rhsrartertied 
parts of H| others were barrack- 
like in their plainness It con*l»led 
then of a number of more or I- s* scp 
arate residences for rot allies and of 
flclals and of various offices and rooms 
devoted to the *torage of state 
archives and the great llbrnrv while 
the Augusttner church, in which all 
the llapsbiirgs are burled, Is attached 
to It
